Stud Managers Course Is Set 
For Noy. 5-9, at Lexington 


In U.S. horse breeding centers, at col- 
leges and universities where equine prob- 
lems are studied, and among general vet- 
erinary practitioners, there is an immense 
lot of technical skill and practical know- 
how regarding light horses. The fruits of 
this experience are available occasionally 
in breeding publications of fairly general 
circulation, and in technical journals with 
a more restricted readership, but there 
has been no central place at which horse- 
men responsible for breeding farm man- 
agement could be brought up to date on 
the newest practices and thinking in their 
field, and talk over mutual problems. 


England has made some progress in 
this direction through annual short 
courses at Newmarket for stud farm man- 
agers, at which leading veterinarians and 
other authorities deliver lectures and con- 
duct discussions among farm men. Until 
recently, however, no one had moved to- 
ward starting such a course in the U.S. 
Impetus toward this end has been given 
by Walter M. Jeffords, president of the 
Grayson Foundation, Inc., the privately 
financed group that is underwriting sev- 
eral research projects in horse diseases 
at leading universities. 


The result of Mr. Jeffords’ interest 
will bear a practical result this fall when 
a five-day short course for stud farm man- 
agers will be given at the University of 
Kentucky College of Agriculture, at Lex- 
ington, with the financial support of the 
Grayson Foundation. Definite plans for 
this course, to be called the Stud Man- 
agers Course, were announced this week. 


The course will be held at the Uni- 
versity’s Department of Animal Pathol- 
ogy. one of the leading research centers 
in its field, from November 5 through 
9, under the general direction of Dr. F. E. 
Hull, head of the department. With the 
advice of Mr. Jeffords, George D. Widen- 
er, and Dr. R. A. Kelser, of the Grayson 
Foundation, a first-class course has been 
set up, with leading veterinarians, farm 
managers, and researchers as _ lecturers. 
(For the complete schedule, see next 
page. ) 

The morning hours each day will be 
given to lectures and discussions. Follow- 
ups each afternoon will include visits to 
breeding farms in the Lexington area, 
where demonstrations will be staged in 
line with the morning programs. 


A fee of $25 will be charged for the 


course. which will be restricted to stud 


farm managers and men in line for man- 
agerial positions, in order to keep the at- 
tendance within the limits of the Univer- 
sity facilities. Women will not be enrolled, 
at least for the first year. A dinner will 
be held on Thursday night, November 8. 
Bus transportation will be arranged for 
the farm visits, so the men in attendance 
can travel from the University campus 
to the farms without loss of time. 


Assisting Dr. Hull with preparations 
for the course are the following commit- 
tee members: Clarkson Beard (Green- 
tree Farm), Thomas Piatt (Brookdale 
Farm), Dan W. Scott, treasurer (Dan 
W. Scott Farm), Charles A. Kenney 
(Coldstream Stud), A. B. Hancock Jr. 
(Claiborne Farm). and Alex Bower, sec- 
retary (THE BLoop-Horse). 


Deadline for entries to the course is 
October 15. Enrollment cards, programs, 
and other information can be obtained 
from Mr. Bower at P.O. Box 1520, Lex- 
ington. Checks should be made payable 
to Dan W. Scott, special account. 


The week of November 5-9 immediately 
precedes the annual fall sale of breeding 
stock at Keeneland, when farm managers 
from various sections of the country 
normally are at Lexington. It is expected 
that this arrangement will enable many 
of them to attend. Applications for the 
course already have been received from 
Nebraska, Wyoming, Missouri, Colorado, 
Oklahoma, New Jersey, Tennessee, IIli- 
nois, Florida, and Canada. 


The course is given primarily for the 
benefit of Thoroughbred farm managers, 
but a limited number of places is being 
reserved for representatives of the Saddle 
Horse and Standardbred industries. 


The speakers and their background: 


DR. W. W. DIMOCK is emeritus professor of 
veterinary science at the University of Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station. He is inter- 
nationally known for his research on_ horse 
diseases. 

WAYNE DINSMORE is a pasture consultant of 
wide experience. For many years he was execu- 
tive secretary of the Horse and Mule Associa- 
tion of America. 

IRA DRYMON is the operator of Gallaher Farm, 
at Lexington. He has had a lifetime experience 
at managing farms of various types, and at 
present breeds yearlings for the market and 
boards stallions and broodmares. 

PAUL EBELHARDT is general manager at Calu- 
met Farm, Lexington, and as such is experienced 
in the operation of a private stud. 

DR. B. J. ERRINGTON is examining veterinarian 
at California race tracks, and is a consultant to 
the California Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
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tion. He also is a former member of the re- 
search staff at the University of Kentucky 
Department of Animal Pathology.

CHARLES A. KENNEY is manager at Coldstream 
Stud, Lexington, which for the last several 
years has been devoted to breeding yearlings 
for the market, and boarding visiting brood- 
mares. 

DR. JOHN MacLEOD is a member of the faculty 
of the Cornell University Medical College. He 
has had wide experience as a researcher in male 
fertility, and is employed as a consultant by 
leading breeding farms. 

DR. WILLIAM R. McGEE is a Lexington vet- 
erinarian, and is a member of the firm of Hag- 
yard and Hagyard. Author of Veterinary Note- 
book. 

DR. D. L. PROCTOR is a Lexington veterinarian, 
associated with the Del-Tor Clinic, and is ex- 
perienced with all breeds of light horses. 

DR. FLOYD SAEGER is a Colonel, U.S. Army. 
retired, and served for many years in the Army 
Veterinary Corps. He is resident veterinarian at 
Claiborne Farm. 

DR. A. C. TODD has recently become associated 
with the University of Wisconsin in a research 
and teaching capacity.

Siatistics on Sires of Sires: 
What Proportion of Success? 


What are the most successful sires of 
sires? This is a question always in the 
minds of breeders, and it is usually an- 
swered, if at all, on the basis of a few 
cases and with a great deal of the per- 
tinent evidence left out of consideration. 


In considering paternal grandsires as 
a statistical entity, it is necessary to 
make the same reservations as in the con- 
sideration of broodmare sires. The pa- 
ternal grandsire is one of four ancestors 
in the second generation of a pedigree, 
one of six ancestors when the two parents 
are counted. His influence, genetically, is 
too small a fraction of the whole to be 
held very important in any individual case. 

In general, successful sires are the sons 
of successful sires, just as good brood- 
mares are the daughters of successful 
sires. However, the number of sires which 
can attain genuine success is rather lim- 
ited, and it is difficult to find any one 
pattern from which all of them are cut. 
And since fad and fashion tend to exert 
such a tremendous influence, the picture 
may be further complicated because gen- 
uine merit frequently is overlooked. 


As an exploratory operation, not nec- 
essarily to be continued indefinitely, the 
sires which have had progeny racing in 
the last two years have been assembled 
under their sires. From this compilation 
will be extracted, for publication, some of 
the more important groups, including 
grandsires represented by at least ten 
sons with progeny racing. Cumulative rec- 
ords will be used, since they are more 
revealing than one-year totals. These 
cumulative records cover the 11-year 
period from 1940 through 1950. In many 
cases they will be lifetime records; in 
others they will exclude an important por-

tion of the sire’s full record. The figures 
for the last 1] years, however. are enough 
to provide a solid foundation for appraisal. 


As an example of the method used in 
compiling these statistics, the record of 
the sons of *Bull Dog is set forth in an 
accompanying tabulation. The record of 
each of *Bull Dog’s sons at stud is in 
itself an accumulation of yearly totals in 
which actual earnings of progeny are con- 
sidered as a proportion of expected earn- 
ings, the expectancy being based upon 
number of starters and the year’s aver- 
age distribution per starter, as explained 
here on numerous occasions. (In this case 
the record is complete for all sires shown.) 

In the tabulation given here the total 
number of year-starters and the total earn- 
ings are included. The earnings have been 
transformed into a figure called the ad- 
justment, which is the sum of the annual 
adjustment totals. Each of these annual 
adjustment totals is derived by dividing 
the actual earnings by the general average 
per runner for the year in which they 
were earned. Thus the adjustment column 
here shows simply how many times the 
expected earnings of one starter racing 
one year the actual earnings were. 


The money total for the offspring of 
Bull Lea, for instance, is equivalent to 
the expected earnings of approximately 
2.272 horse-years of racing. This figure di- 
vided by 472, Bull Lea’s actual number of 
year-starters, gives the index of 4.81. 
which indicates that the offspring of Bull 
Lea have earned 4.81 times what they 
would have received if all the money in 
stakes and purses had been divided equal- 
ly among all starters. 

These adjustment totals can be accumu- 
lated into still larger groups. As the totals

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show, the sons. of *Bull Dog have a 
total of 2.781 year-starters through 1950, 
and they have earned as much as 5,275 
“average” horses, or 1.90 times the ex- 
pectancy of the group. 


*Bull Dog, it should be explained, is 
not a typical example in this series. He is 
a rather extraordinary example, and not 
many sires will be represented by so many 
successful sires among their progeny. Bull 
Lea dominates the group, of course, but 
even without the famous Calumet Farm 
stallion the record remains well above 
reasonable expectancy. As a matter of fact, 
it would be necessary to subtract Bull 
Lea, Coldstream, War Dog, Tiger, Our 
Boots, and Eternal Bull from the totals 
before the over-all index for the group 
dropped below the normal expectancy. 


Usually, when a sire has been as suc- 
cessful as *Bull Dog was during his years 
at the head of Coldstream Stud’s breed- 
ing stock, so many of his unqualified off- 
spring will go into the stud along with the 
good ones that the percentage of success 
will be rather low. It should not be ex- 
pected to recur very often, even among 
the sons of sires equivalent to *Bull Dog 
in stature, that more than half of them 
will have indexes above 1.00. 

As space becomes available a number 
of other groups of this sort will be ac- 


counted for. They will appear mostly as. 


“filler,” in the publishing vernacular, and 
without comment. In order to conserve 
space the adjustment column will be omit- 
ted, but the money totals will be included. 

These figures may be of some interest, 
since one of the principal reasons a breed- 
er gives himself and others for putting a 
horse in the stud is that he is a son of 
old Soandso, adding maybe that he is out 
of a mare by old Suchandsuch. In general, 
as the series will demonstrate, this is not 
a good enough reason. Old Soandso’s sons 
are not going to be good simply because 
he was good. They have a_ reasonable 
chance of doing well if they were very 
good race horses, a bit better chance if 
they were out of very good mares, and a 
still better chance if they are bred to 
good mares. But pedigree in itself, no mat- 
ter how good it may be, gives very little 
assurance of success.

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INTERNAL PARASITISM HORSES 


“Parasitic Infections Are Insidious and Chronic In Contrast to the Acute Diseases 
Caused by the More Virulent Bacteria and Viruses.” 


Internal parasitism in horses is a sub- 
ject largely concerned with the relation- 
ship of horses to a group of more than 50 
different kinds of parasitic worms. These 
worms range in size from a quarter-inch 
up to nearly 12 inches long, and in indi- 
vidual horses actual hundreds of thousands 
of worms may be present. Worm parasites 
are found wherever horses are maintained; 
no horse present at Saratoga, for example, 
is entirely free of them. Ordinarily the 
presence of these worms escapes detection 
and is not even evident in the external 
appearance and action of infected horses. 
Parasitic infections are insidious and 
chronic in contrast to the acute diseases 
caused by the more virulent bacteria and 
viruses. 


Nothing in studies on internal parasitism 
in horses indicates that parasitized horses 
are benefited by their infections. On the 
contrary, the relationship between a horse 
and its parasites finds the horse con- 
tinually on the edge of disaster. As adult 
parasites, these worms live on the inner 
surface of the digestive tract, where many 
of them attach themselves and consume 
the lining, extract blood, prepare for the 
entrance of secondary bacterial invaders, 
and require that the horse devote a large 
part of its energies to overcoming the 
effects of their presence. In severely para- 
sitized animals, internal parasites pro- 
voke one attack of indigestion after an- 
other. There is evidence, moreover, that 
the necessity of maintaining the tissues 
of the digestive tract in a state of pre- 
paredness to resist effects of parasitism in 
itself prevents those organs from func- 
tioning efficiently. Severely parasitized 
horses actually must battle to ward off 
malnutrition. Horses with repeated his- 
tories of colic, digestive upsets, and which 
are recognized as “poor doers,” are ob- 
vious examples of horses suffering from 
internal parasitism. These symptoms are 
not new, parasitologically speaking, but 
it is evident that “digestive upset” is a 
far more palatable diagnosis than “clin- 
ical parasitism.” 


It is true that mature horses are less 
severely affected by internal parasites

than are young horses. Unfortunately, 
competition at tracks is largely conducted 
with immature animals, those two, three, 
and four years old. This is to say that 
internal parasitism must be a_ subject 
of concern not only for breeders but for 
trainers and owners of horses at the 
tracks. To develop this point, the sub- 
ject of verminous aneurysm should be 
considered. 


One particular worm parasite of horses 
is known as Strongylus vulgaris, the 
bloodworm. Adult bloodworms are slight- 
ly more than an inch long and live at- 
tached to the lining of the cecum and 
large intestine, where they extract blood. 
The infective stages of the bloodworm, 
small microscopic worms, gain entrance 
to horses when they are ingested in con- 
taminated food or water. The immature 
worms then enter the bloodstream, and 
many of them later filter out of the cir- 
culation in the anterior mesenteric artery. 
where they invade the inner lining of 
that vessel and its immediate branches. 


The end result of such invasion is the 
formation of a verminous aneurysm in 
the one blood vessel which is the main 
pathway for arterial circulation directed 
to the cecum, and part of the large and 
small intestines. A verminous aneurysm 
is a response on the part of the host 
tissue to the irritation caused by the 
presence of the bloodworms. As a result 
of the response to continuing irritation. 
the walls of the blood vessels involved 
lose their elasticity, and the vessels be- 
come greatly enlarged with scar tissue 
and clotted blood. While the artery itself 
may never become completely occluded. 
so as to shut off the flow of blood through 
the vessel, it seldom has opportunity to 
repair itself entirely because of the ar- 
rival of more bloodworms. Small _por- 
tions of clotted blood frequently pass 
downward through the artery until they 
stop circulation to restricted areas of the 
cecum or large intestine. Prevention of 
delivery of nutrient materials in solution. 
and removal of metabolic waste products 
from the tissues, can result in attacks 
of colic, of severity dependent on the 
area involved. The aneurysm _ itself 
furnishes an excellent medium for the 
development of secondary bacterial in-

vaders and the subsequent manufacture 
and release of bacterial toxins. 


A large aneurysm in the anterior 
mesenteric artery, or indeed an aneurysm 
in the dorsal aorta itself, can interfere 
with blood circulation to the hind legs of 
the horse. Animals so affected often “go 
down” in the hind legs and tire easily. 
This latter condition was noted more gen- 
erally in work horses of 20 or more years 
ago. A greater percentage, and larger 
numbers, of draft horses, of course, were 
trained and worked than running and trot- 
ting horses. Verminous aneurysm evident- 
ly contributes largely to the reasons why 
so many young horses never withstand the 
rigors of breaking and training for rac- 
ing. Finally, the enlarged, inelastic, and 
weakened blood vessel containing an 
eneurysm may rupture, and result in a 
rapid and fatal internal hemorrhage. 


The one infection just described is 
illustrative of the whole relationship be- 
tween horses and their internal parasites. 
Exposure to bloodworm infection was uni- 
versal until the last few years; control 
methods have been developed recently 
which insure that some young horses will 
largely escape injury, at least until they 
leave the breeding farms. Where rigid 
worm control programs are not employed, 
foals receive their first exposure to in- 
fection and begin the development of 
verminous aneurysms before they are a 
month old. The youngest animal brought 
to post mortem and found dead due to a 
ruptured aneurysm, between 1948-1951 
at the University of Kentucky, was a 6- 
week-old trotting horse foal. More than 
400 bloodworms, each over a_ half-inch 
long, were recovered from its anterior 
mesenteric artery. 


Heavily parasitized young animals have 
their growth delayed and restricted; this 
is easily demonstrated by visiting breed- 
ing farms which do and which do not 
have rigid systems of worm control. Cer- 
tain of these young animals, therefore. 
have their racing potential destroyed be- 
fore they are weaned. Horses at tracks 
have their infections maintained by con-

Notes On A Good Example 


THE recent announcement of the intended 
dissolution of E. E. Dale Shaffer’s highly 
successful Coldstream Stud came as a surprise, 
almost as a shock, to the people in racing and 
breeding. Mr. Shaffer explained his decision 
in a prepared statement released to the press, 
and the reasons given were good enough. Never- 
theless the announcement has provoked a con- 
siderable amount of speculation as to possible 
underlying reasons, and also as to the general 
implications for the breeding industry. 

The questions thus raised we are in no 
position to answer more cogently than others. 
But, along with the American Turf in general, 
we regret the departure of this vigorous young 
man from the ranks of the major breeders 
of Thoroughbreds. Whether he is aware of it 
or not, he has exerted an influence which 
extended well beyond the boundary of his own 
activity. 

Coldstream was one of the most successful 
commercial—that is, selling, rather than rac- 
ing—studs in the history of American Thor- 
oughbred breeding. It had gained success 
through a bold and aggressive policy, the heart 
of which was a simple recognition of the sim- 
ple, but often unrecognized, proposition that 
only good parents can be depended upon to 
produce a satisfactory proportion of good off- 
spring. Following this policy it was necessary 
for the stud to invest large sums in its breed- 
ing stock. The yearlings sold at high prices 
because they went to the sales with good cre- 
dentials. Later, as race horses, they proved 
their worth countless times on the tracks and 
in the studs of their purchasers. 

The policy of accepting class as the best 
potential source of class was carried so far, on 
a few occasions, that Coldstream bought mares 
whose only excellence was in their performance 
and their conformation. The most notable in- 
stance was the purchase of the handsome and 
high-class Gold Princess, whose pedigree, ex- 
cept for the excellence of the mare herself, 
would hardly seem at home in the catalogue for 
one of the major yearling sales. Misfortune 
has attended the breeding record of this grand 
mare, and the final result of the bold specula- 
tion on her merit cannot be given. But she re- 
mains an outstanding example of the clear- 
headed policy which brought success to Cold- 
stream and materially influenced the establish- 
ment of a new competitive situation in Amer- 
ican breeding. 


Largely as a result of Coldstream’s aggres- 
siveness and success, other market breeders 
have bolstered their broodmare bands strongly. 
The consequence has been that commercial 
breeders, as a group, are now in a much strong- 
er competitive situation in comparison with the 
best private studs than was the case fifteen or 
twenty years ago, or at any time since the 
dissolution of the phenomenal Woodburn Stud, 
whose products dominated American racing in 
the last half of the nineteenth century. The 
buyer of yearlings, though he must still accept 
the big hazards which go with the selection of 
race horses or any other stock, now has a bet- 
ter chance to obtain a good horse from the auc- 
tion ring. 

Coldstream, of course, is neither solely nor 
primarily responsible for this _ significant 
change in American Thoroughbred breeding. 
But because of its size, the scope of its opera- 
tions, and its continued success, it probably has 
been the most powerful single influence toward 
the quiet revolution which is taking place. 

The dispersal will throw good stock upon 
the market, and they will bring good prices, 
in keeping with their individual merit. Cold- 
stream as an entity will retire from the impor- 
tant place it held in the over-all picture of 
American breeding, but we hope its influence, 
and that of other similar studs, will be per- 
manent. 

To the proposition that it takes good stock 
to produce good stock, as demonstrated by 
Coldstream, there is an important corollary. 
It may be presumed from Mr. Shaffer’s de- 
cision, since he is a business man as well as a 
horse breeder, that, even at the high level of 
success attained and held, the stud did not rep- 
resent a financial bonanza. Its profits—still pre- 
suming—were modest in comparison with the 
huge amount of capital involved. How, then, 
can it be expected that a Thoroughbred breed- 
er operating with run-of-the-mill stock will 
suddenly strike it rich? 

Thoroughbreds are being produced in rec- 
ord numbers—numbers much too large for the 
current demand—but it is principally because 
people tend to hope for a stroke of fortune, 
not because the horses are actually making 
money. If more breeders would follow Cold- 
stream’s pattern and traffic only with the 
genuinely good prospects, we would have not 
only better sport but a considerably better 
economy in Thoroughbred breeding as a whole.

For a horse which started only six times last 
year and earned a_ near-subsistence-level $4,475, 
the Greentree Stable’s Hall of Fame has done 
well this year. His earnings at three are in the 
neighborhood of 47 times his 1950 winnings, and 
his record includes six stakes wins and two 
stakes placings. 

The only 3-year-old in the Narragansett Special, 
Hall of Fame carried 118 pounds, which had him 
giving weight by the scale to each of his rivals, 
and actual weight to all but the 4-year-old Greek 
Ship, which carried 119. His principal competi- 
tion came from the 5-year-old Abstract, which 
moved to contention in the stretch but failed 
by nearly four lengths to catch the Greentree geld- 
ing. Hall of Fame led all the way. At the out- 
set it appeared that Greek Ship would give him 
a tussle, but the Brookmeade Stable representa- 
tive bolted after half a mile or so and eliminated 
himself. 


Hall of Fame seemed to find himself in the 
Kent Stakes, at Delaware Park on June 23. He 
had been third in the Blue Grass Stakes( Mame- 
luke’s division) and the Peter Pan Handicap (won 
by Counterpoint) prior to the Kent. He won the

Delaware Park feature by six lengths, over Alert- 
ed and Mully S., and starting a winning streak of 
six consecutive stakes. His other victories were in 
the Leonard Richards Stakes (in which he beat 
Yildiz), the Arlington Classic (beating Battlefield 
and Ruhe), the Wilson Stakes (Bryan G. and 
One Hitter), the American Derby (Abbe Sting 
and Bernwood) and the Narragansett Special. 
The distances ranged from the mile of the Wil- 
son to the 1% miles of the American Derby and 
the Arlington Classic. His six victories were 
gained over five different tracks, from Delaware 
to Chicago to Saratoga to Rhode Island. Shrewd 
training and placing by Trainer John Gaver, and 
a comparable job of riding by Jockey Ted Atkin- 
son, have contributed to his success. He has won 
with room to spare (six lengths, four lengths), 
Delaware Park stakes, and he has dug in to win 
such close ones as the Arlington Classic (a neck), 
the Wilson (a head), and the American Derby 
(three-quarters of a length).

The Joneses Draw a Bead; 
Hill Prince Tries his Foot

Addition at Aqueduct is a pair of 
Joneses, Ben and Jimmy, who spent the 
winter trading trinkets with the Cali- 
fornians with a favorable balance of trade, 
the summer in Chicago at considerable 
pecuniary gain, and are now intent on 
diverting some of the New York purse 
money into channels of their own chos- 
ing. Hill Gail and A Gleam are expected 
to accomplish most of this, preferably 
in the Futurity and the Matron Stakes, 
respectively. The Joneses have won the 
Futurity, with Citation, and they had the 
Matron won for about ten minutes by 
Bewitch, but as you'll remember the num- 
ber came down, which is the reason that 
Top Flight is still the leading money- 
winning 2-year-old of all time. Calumet 
has. as a matter of fact, won the Matron 
also, but it was with Nellie Flag away 
back in 1934, when Bert Williams was 
training the horses. This year it doesn’t 
look too hard to win, if A Gleam’s Chi- 
cago form means anything, for the East- 
ern 2-year-old fillies have fallen to beat- 
ing each other with such regularity as to 
suggest they aren’t very strong. The Fu- 
turity will take more doing. 

Citation, Coaltown, and Bewitch went 
back to Calumet Farm in the same van, 
and Jimmy Jones wanted to know if any- 
body could think of a van which carried 
away from the races three horses of com- 
parable merit. Nobody could, and I don’t 
think anybody’s going to. 

Coaltown, Jones said, “hasn’t been any 
good for the last two years.” He had trou- 
ble with his hind legs—some sort of 
stiffness in the hips, his trainer thought 
—and just as he got over it his wind, 
which had always been suspect, got a 
little thicker. “If you took any sort of 
hold on him, even the lightest, he’d bend 
his head enough that he’d choke up. A 
horse is remembered for his last races, 
and I guess we didn’t do him any good. 
But you know how it is. You run a horse 
and he runs bad, and you run him again 
because you can’t believe it, and the first 
thing you know you've got a string of bad 
races against him.” 

Coaltown’s wind affliction shouldn’t 
handicap him in the stud, because as far 
as anyone can tell, it wasn’t hereditary, 
but resulted from an abscess in his head 
which almost killed him before he began 
racing. And if sheer speed is as valuable 


as American breeders think it is, they 
won't find any greater concentration of it. 


Calumet’s top older performer now is 
the 5-year-old Wistful, which may have 
the Ladies’ Handicap in her sights. 
though she is expected to start in the 
$50,000 Beldame on September 22 as well. 
She had a sort of trial for it in an over- 
night race September 14, and galloped 
back of the field, Whirlaway style, for 
about six furlongs and then breezed the 
last three, finishing third. Incidentally. 
she had to give Bed o’ Roses three pounds 
in this race, and in the Beldame, weights 
for which were released a day earlier, she 
has to give two. This suggests that when 
you put a horse in one of Mr. Campbell’s 
better allowance races, you’re running in 
a handicap and can’t prove it. 


DEBACLE. The first race at Aqueduct 
on September 14 suggested there are days 
to stay in bed. The advance favorite for 
it was F. M. Harvey’s Wolf Whistle, at 
6 to 5. He had won a $3,500 claiming race 
by seven lengths nine days earlier, and 
since this was the same sort of race it 
looked as if his number were already up. 
He was backed down to odds-on,. and then 
a last big bet, just before the start, 


SALE OF SPRINGSIDE 


Negotiations for the purchase of John 
W. Stanley’s Springside Farm, on the Ver- 
sailles Road near Keeneland, have been 
almost completed by Dan B. Midkiff, it 
has been learned.

The 
farm comprises about 115 acres, and is 
well equipped for horses. 


knocked him down to 1 to 3. He took an 
early lead and pulled almost clear, and 
then was hooked by a reasonably obscure 
filly named Besita, which stuck to him 
like a burr into the last furlong. With 
this, Wolf Whistle decided this wasn’t 
the day and slackened stride, and was 
beaten two lengths. The cinch players 
back in the place and show spots seemed 
safe enough, however, but it developed 
he had come over on another horse near 
the three-furlong-pole, and for this he 
was disqualified. This played the devil 
with nearly everybody, and to make it 
thorough Harvey lost his horse, Wolf 
Whistle being claimed by William Noble. 
It won’t bother Wolf Whistle much; this 
was the third time he’d been claimed in 
his last five starts, so he’s at home any- 
where. 


INFORMATION. It is to be hoped that 
someone more enterprising than I am will 
keep track of the proportion of horses 
which wear steel and aluminum shoes, re- 
spectively, during the Aqueduct meeting, 
and the proportion of winners in the two 
classes. In the Edgemere, for instance, 
One Hitter was the only horse in the field 
which wore steel shoes, and Alerted, 
which ran him to a nose, was one of two 
which had calks. What he wanted with 
calks is something else again, for the 
track was fast though there had been a 
light rain in the morning. 


Another item which Aqueduct’s cus- 
tomers have to ponder is the track condi- 
tion, which is now posted on the jockey 
board in the infield. This isn’t an innova- 
tion exactly, because a good many tracks 
post this information, but it’s new in New 
York. Cal Rainey, the clerk of the scales, 
is responsible for determining the classi- 
fication, and it’s probably a good thing, 
because previously track condition has 
often been determined by the time made 
over it. Generally the classification was 
correct, but occasionally, I thought, a 
horse which has run an exceptionally fast 
race on a good track will show in the 
records as running over a fast one. 


RETURN. Hill Prince, last season’s 
horse of the year, made his first 1951 
start in a six-furlong race on September 
15 and was a well beaten third. At that 
I'd guess he’s coming back successfully. 
Against him was a package of 128 pounds 
and a nine-month lay-off, and he went 
against some of the best sprinters in 
the business. Tea-maker, under 121 
pounds, ran the distance in 1:1044, which 
is exceptionally good for Aqueduct this 
year. Hill Prince got impossibly far back 
in the early running, and then closed 
ground steadily through the stretch. His 
owner, C. T. Chenery. was fairly well 
pleased with the race. The colt has grown 
tremendously, and it will take another 
start or two to see if this has an adverse 
effect on his speed.

Handicap, which he was winning for the second 
consecutive year. His only previous stakes plac- 
ing of the year was a second to Lithe in the 
Clang Handicap.

Handicaps. In 1949, at four, he did not 
win a stakes, but he dead-heated for sec- 
ond with Brownian in the Louisville 
Handicap, and was third in the Aqueduct 
Handicap. 

As a 5-year-old the son of *Mahmoud 
won the Phoenix, Ben Ali, Clark, and 
Louisville Handicaps and was second in 
the Queens County Handicap. In 1951, at 
six, he won the New Orleans and the 
Phoenix Handicaps, was second in the 
McLennan Handicap, and was third in 
the Hialeah Inaugural and Palm Beach 
Handicaps. His earnings are more than 
$150,000. 

Maud Muller, dam of Mount Marcy, 
won the Montauk, Rosedale, Clover, As- 
toria, and Demoiselle Stakes and_ the 
Bedford and Lafayette Handicaps.

tinual re-exposure to infection, and fre- 
quently are unable to perform up to ex- 
pectations. Horses which have been cam- 
paigned hard generally approach border- 
line anemias. Horses which are heavily 
parasitized are generally anemic. Evident- 
ly many horses which by their breeding 
are destined to carry weight over a dis- 
tance have their best performance re- 
stricted to six or seven furlongs as a re- 
sult of concurrent or previous parasitic 
infections, or both. Mares at breeding 
farms can be so reduced by their infec- 
tions that they cannot be bred success- 
fully. 

In studies conducted in the Depart- 
ment of Animal Pathology at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, it was found that 
present systems of hygiene and manage- 
ment were insufficient in themselves to 
prevent and control injuries to horses 
caused by parasitic infections. Control 
and prevention of infections were found 
to be basically dependent upon the prop- 
er and timely employment of anthelmintics 
(treatments for worm infections). In this 
connection, however, it was also found 
that the diets of the horses had a pro- 
nounced effect upon their ability to with- 
stand and overcome effects of infection. 
Poor quality feed and poor feeding pro- 
grams were as characteristic of certain 
farms as the long records of clinical 
parasitism in their horses. When it is con- 
sidered that interference with normal di- 
gestive processes is unfailing associated 
with internal parasitism, it is apparent 
that higher planes of nutrition are an im- 
portant part of therapy. A study of the 
role of dietary supplements in overcoming 
effects of host hypersensitivity due to 
parasitic infections should yield interest- 
ing and useful data. Anthelmintic treat- 
ment, moreover, is more successful in 
horses fed better diets. 

The procedure for the use of anthelmin- 
tics in the prevention and control of 
parasitic infections in horses at breed- 
ing farms in central Kentucky was de- 
veloped from a 3-year series of field 
studies in that region. It was found that 
strongyle worms, which include the blood- 
worm Strongylus vulgaris, can best be 
controlled by a direct attack on the adult 
worms as they occur inside horses. The 
method is based on a series of two-gram 
doses of phenothiazine powder fed daily 
for the first 21 days of each month to all 
animals susceptible to infection. Foaling 
mares, for example, receive this routine 
of treatment from the time when they are 
brought up in midwinter ‘to late winter. 
through foaling and_ breeding, and 
through to weaning time in late fall. Foals 
receive the same treatment as weanlings 
and yearlings. The details of these 
methods of worm control are contained

ton. The production of worm eggs from 
which the stages infective for other 
horses develop is prevented by the de. 
struction of adult worms in horses. Con. 
trol of ascaris infections in young horses 
is best obtained by a series of therapeutic 
treatments with carbon bisulfide timed to 
coincide with seasonal maturity, of ascaris 
infections. 

Methods and timing of anthelmintic 
treatment for horses at tracks constitutes 
a field of study largely unexplored. It 
is known that such animals are as sus- 
ceptible to infection and as widely in- 
fected as horses at breeding farms. In 
each instance, however, these animals 
should be considered individually before 
treatment is undertaken. Treatment 
should be based on worm-egg counts. 

Yearlings taken up for breaking and 
training can certainly receive low-level 
phenothiazine therapy to control their 
strongyle infections until hard training 
is initiated. Horses in hard training and 
racing should not receive treatment. 
Horses withdrawn from racing for rest- 
ing and freshening should receive anthel- 
mintic treatment, but only after a week 
of absence from hard work. When horses 
are to be rested for less than a month, 
treatment for strongyle infection probab- 
ly should be based on half the regular 
therapeutic dose of phenothiazine, i.e., 12- 
15 grams in a drench.

Boussae’s Talma 


Wins St. Leger 


In 1950 Marcel Boussac’s French stable 
captured the three principal 3-year-old 
classics of the English racing, taking the 
Derby with Galcador, the Oaks with 
Asmena, and the St. Leger with Scratch. 
This year Mr. Boussac had to wait until 
the St. Leger to mark up his first classic 
win. 


This time there could be no argument 
that he had the best horse in the race. His 
Talma, ridden by the veteran W. Rae 
Johnstone, galloped home the winner by 
ten lengths. one of the biggest margins 
in the long history of the race, which 
dates from the year the Revolutionary 
War began. 


The Begum Aga Khan’s Fraise du Bois, 
by Bois Roussel, moved up in the last fur- 
long to take second place, finishing four 
lengths ahead of Peter Bartholomew’s 
Medway, which was third in the field of 
sixteen colts and two fillies. With the 
track rather soft, the early pace was slow 
and cautious. The field had not gone half 
way when Johnstone decided that it was 
entirely too slow; he moved his mount to 
the front and drew away steadily, though 
never challenged. The time was a slow 
3:1344 for the 14 furlongs and 132 yards. 


The winner had received virtually no 
consideration in the pre-race betting be- 
fore the first of September, when the pub- 
lic first got the surprising news that he 
had been selected as the Boussac can- 
didate for the St. Leger. He had run only 
twice before, in May and June at Long- 
champ, but on each occasion had won 
over a distance almost as great as that of 
the Leger. On the day of the race he got 
tremendous backing from the Doncaster 
crowd and his price dropped rapidly to 
7 to 1, odds only a trifle longer than the 
13 to 2 laid against the favorite, Lord 
Miiford’s Sybil’s Nephew. In the totaliza- 
tor, which reflects the consensus of the 
smaller bettors, Talma went off at odds 
only slightly better than 6 to 1. 

Unraced at two, Talma remains unbeat- 
en in his three starts this year. In the St. 
Leger he won his first big race, earning 
first money of more than $40,000. He is 
a nervous colt, jumpy and sweaty in the 
paddock, but, according to his owner, 
“such a lazy animal at home.” Under 
these conditions, and especially since he 
had not had a race for three months, 
Talma’s outstanding performance in the 
St. Leger reflected great credit upon this 
skill of his trainer, C. H. Semblat.

In the Del Mar Derby, Grantor brought his 
winning record to five victories from ten starts, 
boosted his earnings to $58,400, more than three 
times the $18,000 he cost William Goetz as a 2- 
year-old in January, 1950. Grantor followed the 
early Derby pace set by War Rings, and took the 
lead on the backstretch. Mucho Hosso was lapped 
on him in the stretch, but couldn’t quite head 
him, and the son of *Alibhai won by a nose. 
Earlier in the year Grantor had won the West- 


erner Stakes, Hollywood Park’s Derby equivalent, 
for his other previous stakes victory. For the 
pedigree and family notes on Grantor see THE 
Bioop-Horse of July 14, page 88.

Tonga shook off Jo-Nita with a quarter in 
72235, a half in :46%, then staved off Nurse 
O’War when the Guiberson filly came up to chal- 
lenge. The Yolo Stable entry of Tonga and Sona 
was the odds-on favorite for the first running of 
Del Mar’s Debutante Stakes partly because of 
two wins from two starts for the latter filly, which 
had run all over the race track in her maiden 
effort, but had won, making up considerable 
ground. Sona also raced wide in the Debutante, but 
Tonga did the serious running and saved the 
race for the entry. 


Tonga (the name has something to do with 
“Princess,” in a South Sea dialect, according 
to Bob Hebert) was winning her third race in 
four starts, and her first stakes victory. She broke 
her maiden at Belmont Park in May, down the 
Widener straightaway, then was unplaced behind 
Miss Nosoca in the Rancocas Stakes, at Garden 
State Park. Her next race, at Del Mar, was a 
winner, and so was her fourth. She is the second 
stakes winner of the year (and totally) for her 
sire, Polynesian, which is owned by Mrs. P. A. B. 
Widener II and stands at Ira Drymon’s Gallaher 
Farm, Lexington. The other is the good filly That- 


away, winner of two stakes on the West Coast 
this year.
